69. (previously presented) The method of claim 56, wherein the polypeptide is encoded by a 
polynucleotide comprising a nucleic acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:75. 

70. (previously presented) The method of claim 56, wherein said antibody is a polyclonal 
antibody, a monoclonal antibody, an antibody fragment, a human antibody, a humanized 
antibody, a chimeric antibody, a bispecific antibody or a heteroconjugate antibody. 

71. (previously presented) The method of claim 70, wherein said antibody is an antagonist 
or a neutralizing antibody. 

72. (previously presented) The method of claim 56, wherein the antibody has polyepitopic 
specificity. 
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73. (previously presented) The method of claim 56, wherein the antibody is a human 
antibody, a chimeric antibody, or a humanized antibody. 

74. (previously presented) The method of claim 56, wherein the antibody is an antibody 
fragment. 

75. (previously presented) The method of claim 74, wherein the antibody fragment 
comprises a Fab fragment, a Fab' fragment, a F(ab') 2 fragment, or a Fv fragment. 

76. (previously presented) The method of claim 56, wherein the antibody is a 
heteroconjugate antibody. 

77. (new) The method of claim 73, wherein the antibody is a humanized antibody. 
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
